Women of tbe region, who bate n'nce be- 
come tbe possessors of great fortunes, weie 
on03 vigorous laborers at the wash tub, if 
not for others, at least for thtir own fami- 
lies. Wonld it be charged against them as 
a reproach that they did tbe family cook- 
ing? In what respect is the family wash- 
ing legs creditable? It may be lets agree- 
able, bnt it is nfcesanry, and there is noth- 
ing low or degrading in keeping clean. If 
a housewife cannot hire servants, for the 
labor because of the lack of snpply or. 
because of her lack of money, of course she 
must herself preside at the washtnb. If 
she was a poor woman and bad to earn 
money for her support, wnshiug probably 
was the moat remunerative business to 
which sha could resort in tbe gold-digging 
days of old, especially if ulio knew no 
trade. 


Thertfore, even if Mrs Mackay bad been 


a washerwoman, she would have no reason 
,o bliibh over that episode in her career, 
and no one except a snob or a malicious 
;ossip wou'd seek to bring it up against her 
a ber days of affluence.

Effect of the Silver BUI. 


The New York Commercial Bulletin, a 


goldgng paper, remarks that Eteomitie* do 
not respond to the rise in'silver bullion. 
If silver rises in market valne it Wilt realize 
the expectations of tbe advocate* of the 
Silver bill. AH flecnritieu payable in gold, 
if they do not become payable in silver, 
•will be subject to !hc- condition of a market 
in which the value of commodities ii meas- 
ured by the aggregate of tha money of two 
metals icBtcad ot by tbe money of one. 
Securities payable in geld will cot tise in 
market value in consequence of this addi- 
tion to tbe volume of metallic money in 
the country. In fact, one of the objects 
expected of the Silver bill was to pot a 
stop to the rise in securities payable in 
gold. The farmer wbo has a $5,000 mort- 
gage on a $10,000 farm bail complained 
that the maintenance of the gold standard 
baa oanaed the money valna of the mort- 
to appreciate in value while tbe farm itself 
depreciated in valne. Tha restoration of 
silver to its nae as money will tend to check 
the rise of securities and to improve tbe 
valne of real property.

It is thor- 
oughly radical politically, and advocates 
incessantly the abrogation of the mon- 
archy and the state church. 


It was only three years ago that the 


publisher got what was, according to the 
view of many, a mad idea of printing a 
paper for the subscription price of one 
cere or three crowns per year. It would 
be impossible to get any lower. A little 
over 3,000 subscriptions came in on the 
start. Bnt without advertisements it 
wae printed at a loss. The "ads" did 
not flow in like the subscriptions. Well, 
the cere system was again set in motion 
in another direction After the paper 
had been going for three months it com- 
menced to have a widespread circulation 
and more comprehensive than any other 
Stockolm daily. 


At the beginning of the publication 


there ''were about 100 newsboys; now 
there are over 250 little follows who reap 
tho farthings. Xlio publisher receives 
one cere from the newsboys, and they in 
turn sell them for two care, the cheapest 
price ever paid for a newspaper in this 
country. The daily Bale of this paper on 
the streets and outside ie about 18,000 
copies. The subscription list haa grown to 
12,000, making the total 80,000 and over. 
Now the advertisement patronage haa 
also become profitable.—Stockholm Cor.
